Bout the or7e7#a4l deſcent of this 
A malady, Writers do much differ 
and vary 1n their opinions : ſome

increaſed it there, that it became to 
be notorious and common : the inter- 
courſe between France and Eneland 
being ſo great, this Diſeaſe could not 


be confined long in the French Quar- 


ters, but muſt be communicated to 
the Ereliſh; we as kind a fort of peo- 
ple as molt Nations, freely and pien- 
tifully beſtow it upon one another, 
and being zrgrafted into fo many ſu- 
milies, tis probible the taint will ne- 
ver waſh out, but derive a perpetral 
fucceſiion, and tranſmigration into the 
Oit-ipring. 

The Sparzards having a propriety 
and great intercourſe with the Nether- 
lands, tranſports this Diſeaſe with 
therr Souldtery, and ſpreads it very 
plentitully amongſt the Dutch. 

After this manner being introduced 
into the chief parts of Fxrope, and 
made a Companion to the greateſt

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CHAP. VI. 


Of the Parts primarily affeGed, 
and (cat of the Venereal 
Lues. 


Ouching the ſ#bje&# or Part prin- 
cipally affected, where this 
grand malady keeps its Court and 
fixes more eminently, as the place of 
chief refidence or head quarters5 Phy- 


ſtcians do not conſent and agree here- 


in : the reaſons of this difference may 
be gathered out of their ſeveral opz- 
2i0ns, as they ſtand recorded in their 
works : and that we may the better 
eſtabliſh and iJluſtrate the truth of 
our own aflertions concerning this 
matter, we ſhall briefly run over and 
diſcuſs ſome of the chiefeſt opinions 
that have been promoted by eminent 
men 1n this Profeſſion. 

Some there are that aſſign the head 
to be the /eat of this Diſeaſe, being 
induced thereto from ſome apparent 


ſymptoms that commonly afflicts this 


part; as pains, puſiuls, ſcabs, ſhedding 
of the hazr, d:/tillations, noiſe in the 
ears, 
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exrs, &, Which laſt was ſo contu- 
mactous,that Falopins an eminent Phy- 
_—_ protefleth that no ſymptom be- 
longing to this Difeaſe was more dif- 
ticult and troubleſom to him than 
this. Feo worn habeo ſymptoma, quod 


t17 invenire blu, nem, ſuperavi ali- 
114ndo vel hoc, wel itlo deco@o, ſed certe 
won habeo proprinm medicaineninm, 
arc his own words. Notwithſtanding 
this Author does not comply with 
rhoſe that would have the head tobe 
t2 principal part affefted 3 for al- 
though the head be notably afflicted 
1n /oze perſons, yet it 15not always ſos 
and ſometimes the head is free from 
any impreſſion of this Diſeaſe, when 
other parts are not a little (tigmatized 
with the manifeſt Characters of this 
Lnes Therefore we mult ſeek out 
ſome other part that may rightly be 
ſtiled proprinm ſubjedFum, the conſtant 
place of reſidence, or chiet feat of its 
abode. 

Others by a parallel argament with 
the former, (as Leonicenus, Gaſper 
Torella, Rondeletius,and others)would 
prove the frontier, or exterior parts -

{cated only upon the ſaperſicies of the 
body , and did not relide 1n the 7- 
ward parts 3 which 1s againſt all rea- 
ſon: for, the juices of the body be- 
ing frlt tainted and altenated from 
their balſamic natural good ſtate, 
cauſe thoſe eruptions and external ap- 
pearances: and to make this Diſeate 


to be only or chiefly a defedation of 


the 547, when oftentimes the zxtrin- 
fic parts are more injured corrupted 
and putrid, is againſt common expe- 
rience to affirm. And although I do 
not deny, but that this infeQtious Les 
may be caught by external contact 
only (as the common #fch may be ta- 
ken) and goes no deaper than the 
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of the Venereal Lues. 
farface of the body, rarely 3 yet moſt 


commonly thoſe external Characters

| ternal parts be ſometimes disfigured 
and branded wiil this foul Dilcaſe, 


yet it 1s not always {o 5 and then for 
the molt part erupting from within : 
therefore the exterior parts are 111 aſ- 
l1zned to be ſubjecfum morbi, and 
the definition to point thither only or 
chiefly. 

Hercules $4ax0nia will have the ſab- 


je of this Diſeaſe to vary according 


to the progrefs thereof; and aſligns 
the zatural ſpirits for its place of re- 
cence In the beginning of this evil; 
but the excremertitions humours to 
be the chief ſeat inthe increment ; and 
the alimentary humours, in the ſtate 
and vigour of this malady. 

Some ſtand for the venztals to - 
the 
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the chief ſeat and part primarily afteq- 
ed; becauſe molt commonly this Lzes 
makes its ingreſs and invaſion here, 
and preſently ſtamps manifeſt impreſ- 
ſions of its contagious nature upon 
theſe parts: as dyſary, gonorrhea, in- 
flammation, tumor, Ulcers, &c. which 
gradually coming, on, gives notice and 
plainly declares that this ſubtle enemy 
hath made entrance, 1s planted and 
ſeated here as the chief place where 
to exerciſe and appear in its ſevere 
malign power and grandeur. 

Notwithſtanding the #2ajor party 
and more eminent men (as Fallopins, 
Maſſa, Tomitanus, Braſſauolus, Merca- 
ins, Montanus, Foreſtus, Sennertus,&c.) 
give in their ſuffrages for the Liver to 
be the principal ſeat of the Yenerea! 
Laes, and this part carries it from the 
reſt by many Votes. 

Maſſa (a Venetian Phyſician) al- 
ſigns theſe two reaſons for his opini- 
on: firſt, that the Liver 18 membrun 
generativim maſſe humoralis,the toun- 
tain from whence ariſeth all the hu- 
mors of the body - ſecondly, that from 
thence nutrition and the natural fa- 
culties are derived. But theſe Hypo- 
theſes on which his opinion is groun- 


ded, 
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d<d, are found to be erroneous from 
the new Doctrine of circulation, and 
exploded by moſt 1n theſe times : and 
heretore our Author arguing exfals0 
ſuppoſitis we need not a:ilwer further 
to the arguments offered. 

Fallopins upon the ſame error gives 
in his verdict for the Liver.

Senneriys being guided by his Pre- 
deceilors, aflerts much what to the 
fame purpoſe; that the Verereal wirn- 
lency being inimical to nutrition, does 
more peculiarly aim at and offend the 
zatural faculty 3 which zataral power 
he takes for granted and unquettion- 
able to be ſcated in the /iver 3 and 
therefore concludes that to be the 
part primarily affected, from whence 
2s the Fountain all il ſymptoms of 
the other parts , do iſſue from, and 
are fed from thence.

And that yuu may the better un- 
deritand what this coxtagzons Dileale 
1s, and the manner of its propagatt- 
on :.1t 1s heceli.ry you ſhould know 
what 1s meant by contgoron or infeTi- 
on; the ſeveral acceptations of the 
word,and the different degrees or ſorts 
thereof. 

Contagion may be conſidered in a 
threejold degree; or contagious Di- 
ſeales may be divided into three ranks 
Or 
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or ſorts : Firſt, ſuch as may be com- 
municated by length of time, in fre- 
quent copulation or 1ntimate ap- 
proaches and contact By lying toge- 
ther : and thus a phthilis, ſenrvy, or 
notable Cachexy are contagious, and 
may be tranfmitted to their Bed-fel- 
lows. Secondly, ſuch as more eml- 
nently and ſoozer does infects; as the 
venereal Les, Ttch, &&c. T hirdly, Such 
asare of the greatelt force and power, 
that .ſeizeth at a diſtance and is very 
mortal, as the Plague. 


Contagion alſy may be taken four Contagit 


ways or conſidered in a fourfold rel- 
pet: either as it 1s a Difeaſe 7zzpreſ= 
ſed, and then denotes a preternatural 
affect introduced by communication 
or conta? , from another body lo af- 
fected : or it may be conlidered ab- 
ſtractly 1n its ature, and fo it 1s 
termed werenoſa qualitas or it may 
be Jookt upon as it is in a&zor, efflux, 
or operation; and fo it 1s a&7o infici- 
ens &* contagioſa : or as the medinnt 
of communication and conta& 3 and 
{o It 1s inquinamentum., uiacua Or efflu- 
2inm. Theſe two laſt conſiderations 
or acceptations reſpecting the Yere- 
real Lnes only, we ſhall diſcuſs 
and 
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and lay open as proper in this 
place. 

To the a(t of infection allo, or 
tainting 10 thig!Iilcaſe, there are three 
requifttes: the perſon or body infed#- 
ing that does communicate. Secondly, 
the virulent 2zzaſm tranſmitted or 
communicated, Thirdly, the per- 
ſon infefted, that does receive the 
taint. 

The Perſon infeting or communt- 
cating this Lzes does not loole his Dt- 
feaſe or give it away to the perſon 
infeFed z but does emittere lend forth 
fome virulent exhalations, which 
ſeize and take hold of the other; and 
the perſon giving is not acquitted 
thereby. The perſons giving or taint- 
ing arenot alike, but ſyume with more 
force and preater virulency do dart 
out and impreſs the 74a of this Lues 
upon their Companion - and fo much 
variation their 1s in thenature of this 
Iitcaſe, that fome perſons although 
they are apparently marked with this 
Les, and cannot admit of any other 
title, yet as to contagion Or infetion,

ſo long together (as I have known 
by ſeveral) but both muſt be 1nfect- 
cd, if either : but that it 1s ſo, fre- 
quent examples do teſtifie, ſometimes 
on the 22ans part, and ſometimes on 
the womans, that they have not 1nju- 
red their Bed-fellows. And therefore 
I cannot affirm this Diſeaſe always to 
be contagious, though ut plurimmune 
moſt commonly it is ſoz and this is 
not for any to preſume or contide 1n, 
but to beware, for ſuch caſes are 
rare, . 
And further I would have you 
know, that although ſumetimes Hus- 
band and Wife 1n their moderate and 
cooler acts of Coltion, may not injure 
each other 5 yet if azother perſon 
deals with ether of them that 1s tarnt- 
cd ; I queltion very mvch whether 
the ſound perſon that is a ſtranger, 
{hall eſcape ſo well, as the conflant 
Bed-fellow : and I rather think not 
for the fiercer acts of copulation and 
fiery repetitions between ſtrangers, 
are more dangerous, and expoſe to a 
more certain detriment. Parallel to 
this and by way of proof for our opi- 
nion , take this experiment. Two

unſound one after the other 3 the firſt 
hath come of a»toxcht, the latter hath 
been clapt - and this becauſe the firſt 
att being more cool, had not exaſpe- 
rated the latent virulency ; but by re- 
petition of the ſame , the ſpirits are 
then inflamed, and the pocky ferment 
rouzed up, made hot and fierce, be- 
comes mvore venomous, and ſeizes the 
ſecond Copartner. 

And here you mult take notice, 
thyr this Difcaſe 18 not always given 
by a perion immediate 3 but ſome- 
times me jzate, aninfected Bed or Gar- 
ment will co the ſamez wherein the 
virulent 225aſms of this Lues Iy dor- 
mant (as other contagious ſeminaries 
do the like) but by the approach of 
warm bodies do revive; are attract- 
ed and communicated to them , and 
received in by the pores of the 
body. 

In the next place we are to conſi- 
der what theſe z27aſzz5 or infeCtious 


ſeminaries are that paſs from body to 


body. Some give them the denomi- 
nation of wapoxr, others a ſpirit, from 
their ſubtility and penetration, not 
that they are void of corporiety : but 
we [hall not trouble our ſelves. upon 
the 
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the name, provided we rightly know 
what is meant thereby. We arethere- 
fore to underſtand them as Corpuſeles 
or ſubtile finer inviſible bodies, which 
are minute (mall portions exhaling 
from infected bodies of the fame na- 
ture and taint , as the bodies from 


whence they were emitted, Theſe 


venenous particles of contagious mat- 
ter are agile and penetrative, that 
they inſinuate them(elves through the 
pores of other bodies; and being en- 
tered do then ferment and operate to 
alter and change their new recepta- 
cles, and #:y&ure them with the like 
libes of their own virulent nature. 
Next we mult confider the perſons 
t1inted or receiving this venereal Con- 
tagton: herein we may obſerve great 
ditierence 3 for as the perſons ifec#- 
ing are not alike in virulency , but 
are more or leſs contagious (as be- 


fore we noted) ſo likewiſe the per- 


{ons receiving or liable thereto are not 
equally diſpoſed to receive this viru- 
lency, but ſome make a ſtronger re- 
fiſtance, and reject it 3 others more 
readily zzeld and 3wbibe the pocky

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there is with all bodies in reſpect of 
contagion of what nature (oever, that 
ſome more eafly and ſooner are in- 
feted. others zot 3 and this is mani- 
feſt in the peſtelertial contagion 
whereto many are equally expoled 
and endangered, yet ſome eſcape, 
others are ſeized therewith. And fo 
much diverſity there 1s in the capacity 
of bodies, or aptitude for reception 
of any contagion (for inſtance, which 
I know to be true) ſome have been 
Bed-fellows to peſtilential bodies, and 
have eſcaped free 3 others have been 
ſeized with the Plagne, that have kept 
a good diſtance from any perſon ſo 
infected, And thus it happens to bo- 
dies relating to the Yerereal Les - 
ſome are ſoon caught, others not : 
fome may Ilye with a pocky perſon and 
not be tainted ; others arc infefted by 
intimate converie and ordinary touch 
only 3 by garments or an infetted Bed : 


- cenſure every perſon tainted with 
the Yenereal Lucs, as lewd and vitt- 
ous; when as this malady hath al- 
ſauſted the moſt virtuors and innocent 

perſons. 
Now for explicating the manner of 
reception,

take notice that this Diſeaſe 1s either 
hereditary or adventitions « heredi- 
fzry , When received from the fa- 
ther or the zzother in Generation or 
before the birth 5 either zzale or fe- 
ale 1s {afficient to faint the off-fpring :

his ſeed allo 1s tainted; for uf the 
bloud be impure and contaminated,

Venereal Contagion that 15 more 
calm, ſinggiſh, and inadive.gives leave 
to deliberate and to make choice of 
the fitteſt ſeaſon and conventencies 
for Cure: but being wzotably clap, 
and {tang with a furious enraged ve- 
nom 3 then admits of no delay nor 
dallzirg with; and to locle time mn 
ſach Cale is dolorous and dangerous; 
advanceth the difticu'ty of the Cure, 
and protracts the Jength. Obſfa prin- 
cipiis = Is then moſt neceſtary advice 
aud caution, ; 

If this Zaes be frontier only , and 
ſeated as a berdzrer upon the exter- 
al parts, as a pocky itch, or tettar; 
the Cure 1s mnte catie and ſhorter: 
but having infinuatcd deeper 1nto the 
habit of the body, and perverted 
fome principal or ſubſervient internal 
part 3 the Cure 1s not lo facil and 
ſhort 3 And not equally tobe under- 
taken and promiſed. 

When the Venereal virulency hath 
an'y contaminated the ſucculent parts, 
and 
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and fluctuates in the bloud and bu- 


wz0rs of the body 3 the organical 
parts ſtanding firm without ſolution 
of continuity z an ejeftment is ſooner 

made, and the Cure more eaſily per- 
f-cted : but "if any ſolid part be tabe- 
fed or ulrerated, the Cure is more dit- 
ficalt and much longer in effecting 3 
and £- much the worle if the part be 
zrincipal, or ſeated difficaltly, to be 
apolyed unto or to be dealt with 3 
and therefore pocky Ulcers of the 
Bladder, Kidneys, Lungs, &c. Are of 
ſuch difficult curation, that they prove 
mortal ro moſt, unleſs they fall into 
the hands of ſome Phylician of extra- 
ordinary ability and expertnelſs 1n 
tizeſe Cures. 

Young perſons tainted with this 
Diſeaſe, ſooner eſcape and pet free; 
nature being vigorous to co-operate 
with the means for a purification : 
but when this virulency ſeizeth anci- 
ent people, it catches faſter hold of 
them, and they are not eaſily reſcu- 
ed: for nature being paſt her (ſtrength 
and worn out, at Jealt debilitated by 
intemperance, caſualties or other in- 
fiirmities, makes her more incapable 


to encounter :and contend with this

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laſt aſſauit, and therefore the aſliſtance 
of Phyſick and Phyſician mult not be 
ordinary. 

Men (cized with this Diſeaſe bear 
It out more reſolutely, hide it bet- 
ter, and mor: ealily comolies with 2 
Cure, by their firmneſs of body and 
Maſculine {trength : but the Feminine 
Sex being fainter in courage,and their 
tender moiſt bodies more lyable to 
the injury ; ſo their /zcceſs in Cure 1s 
not ſo good, for they evade not this 
evil ſo ſoon, but require a longer 
courſe and diligent uſe of means. 

Patients upon the firſs complaint 
and addreſs for Cure, are ſooner and 
eaſter reducible,and cleared from the 
virulency of this Difeaſe - but ſuch as 
are drove by ill ſucceſs, from one 
Phyſician to another, or (which 1s 
worle) by ignorant, deceitful , and 
bad uſage of Empericks of divers 
ſorts: theſe are not to be dealt with 
upon the ſame ſcore; their Cures be- 
ing more difficult and longer in the 
performance: for, the work 1s com- 
monly double 3 the miſchief of im- 
proper or bad Medicines to be correc&- 
ed and redreſt;then the Diſeaſe, which 
by ill management or contemning 
of 
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of Medicine 1s made thereby more 
co'1tumacious and intractable. This 
is »fren verifped, and my own expe- 
riewce Confirms 1t from ſeveral that 
were forced from their firſt underta- 
kers, bringing with them ſad memen- 
to's of their inſufficiency and bold 
adventures. And here I might relate 
ſtrange ſtories of the ignorant and 11! 


uſage that ſome Patients have under- 


gone, and have been driven from oze 
to another, not only without their 
Cures, but with azarks of their ſuf- 
ferings in hazardous courſes : but I 
ſhall forbear at this time. 

The Venereal Pox advening and 
g4ining polleſtion of ſtrong and firne 
bodies,yet takes not ſuch certain hold 
as on perſons of another condition 5 
and 1s more ealily expulſed - for na- 
ture being more vigorous to acquit 
her (elf and eject the virulent adver- 
ſary 3. 1s alſo better able to bear and 
comply with the continuance or repe- 
tition of any medical operation re- 
quiſite for Care 3 whether Cathartic 
diapboretic, ſulivatory, &c. But Con- 
ſumptive, macerated, and heftical bo- 
dies have not that aſffiſtance of na- 


ture; nor dothey undergo thoſe ope- 
rations 


® 
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rations required w'th that ſzcility, nor 
commonly with that good ſacceſs - 
therefore a grezt difference 1s ro be 
made 1n the ur.dertaking 3 the latter 
being much more hazardous and dif- 
ficult. And I have known the Pox 
Curec. when the Patient not long af- 
ter hath died of the Conſurption. 

The firſe attacque and ſeizure of 
this Diſca'e, goes of ſooner and 1s 
more ealily removed 3 but relapſes 
from impertect Cures, or long delays 
and bafling of Medicines by il ma- 
nagement; or ſecond contaminations 
and encounters, prove more ſtubborn 
and contumactous : nature being then 
accuſtomed to the enormities of this 
evil, does more readily yield up and 
comply with 3 and not eaſily reduced 
to integrity and a ſound ſtate. 

When this Lxes enters into a clear 
habit of body and ſfourd organical 
parts, Nature 1s not ſo eaſily depra- 
ved and corrupted, and the Venerea 
venom 1n ſuch bodies is ſaoncr 14d 
and mortified : bat coming into an 
unwholſum putrid , Cacrchymical or 
Seor>utic habit of body ; this vene- 
real fermcnt azgravates all the reſt, 
2nd ſach conditivn of bodies de-

yet to another that is not a ſteddy and 
ſare practicer , or that hath but oz? 
common method of Cure, or road to 
walk in; to ſuch I ſay the Diſeaſe 
may be tedious, difficult, or incurablez 
and the event much otherwiſe than 
we have promiſed, in the ſeveral ca- 
ſes; becauſe he cannot vary nor go 
out of his track, but is confin'd to one 
way of Cure, which oft fails and then 
he 18 at a ſtand : or if he be a trad:- 
tional man of more learning, and de- 
pending upon the various opinions of 
Authors, wafted here and there. a:d 
trying this and that with uncertain 
fallacious ſhop Medicines; I do not 
wonder that ſuch are often bafſed with 
this Diſeaſe, being not firmly bot- 
tomed, upon their own experiments

CHAP. IX. 


General Therapeutic con- 
ſtderations. 


HE grand bulineſs apper- 

taining to this Diſeaſe, 1s the 
invention of means and forming of 
remedies to profligate this diretul mas 
lady. To which purpoſe Phyſicians 
have laboured to find out rational 
ways of Cure, anſwering their ſeve- 
ral opin70rs and determinations of this 
Lues. Empericks not being capacita- 
ted to dive into the abſtrufity of this 
Diſeaſe, nor willing to ſpend time 
| about the zotional part wherein they 
| find no gazz; fall preſently upon the 
| pradice, conſulting only or rather at a 
| venture 
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ventare borrowing from tradition a 
method of Cure, which boldly they 
experiment upoa all perſons, and whe- 
ther 1t hztor #17ſ7, arenot able to give 
an account or reaſon for either. 

But the /egal and rational Profei- 
ſor 1s not fo ſatisfied and contented 
to oppole this Lues Andabatarum more, 
but propoſe marks to aim at, and cer- 
tain rules to go by, that they may 
have ſome certainty and confidence i 
their endeavours, to attain the exd 
and ſcope of this Art, the relict and 
reſcuing of Mankind from the tyran- 
ny and oppreſſion of Diſeaſes. Apd 
although this be the z/{i-227e end to 
which Phylick 1s directed, yet to ac- 
quire and attain this, ſeveral zzez go 
ſeveral ways, according as they are 
biaſſed 1n their various opinzons and 
conceptions of this or any other Di- 
feale : from whence (together with 
meer empyrical adventures and chance 
experiments) divers methods of curc 
and variety of Medicines have been 
excogitated and found out to ex- 
tirpate this contaminating ignomint- 
ous Diſeaſe. 

It 1s then worth our labour to rec- 
viſe and examine, both the rational 

and 
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and exppyrical chance Medicines, as 


| alſo the method and appointments 
{ that govern their uſe, and all circum- 
| {tances attending, as tradition and 
Authors ſet forth in their ſeveral 


tracts of this Diſeaſe 3 by which ex- 


| amples and Patterns the prediſcrs of 
our times do ſteer their courſes of 
| Phylick as the ſafeſt and beſt conducts 
| hitherto found out and diſcovered : 
| ſome adhering to this Author and his

I have here preſented to your 
view, the practice and approbations of 
our Predeceſſors of ſeveral Countries, 
in dyeting their Patients that were af- 
fected with the venereal Lzes : and by 
this colleCtion you ſee the ſeveral ſer- 
tirzents of Authors and their different 
appointments touching this ſubjef 
(worth your obſervation) many more 
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| might have laid before you, but 
what hath been delivered is ſufficient 
| for you to deſcant and deliberate on. 


I find among(t theſe and other Au- 4uthoris 


thors, variety of opinions twharting 
each other 1n appointing a dyet pro- 
per and fit againſt this Diſeaſe : and 
can ſee no agreement 1n any oze thing 
that is either »2eat or drizk 3 but one 
approves , and another condemns in 
every particular - their reaſons and 
| arguments alledged (though ſome- 
times the thing conteaced for be 
right) are many of them /ight and 
v4in, being founded upon falſe hypo- 
theſes, and erronious tradztional do- 
Ctrines that are, or muſt be exploded. 
They moſt of them acknowledge the 
Diſeaſe to be occult, yet all their aims 
are at manifeſt qualities; and lay a 
great ſtreſs here as matters of much 
importance and great moment in 
Cure : ſome for a dryz#g dyet, others 
for a 220iſt; ſome for heating, others 
for cooling : ſome will have a ſlender 
dyet, others for a larger feeding 3 
ſome for #/:ze, others forbid Winez 
ſome applaud milk, others decry 
It 3 ſome for roſt meat, others for 
boil d. | 

To 
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To ſet theſe feveral Antitheſes in 
their Order, with their Authors own- 
ing and defending theſe repugnant al- 
ſertions 3 together with our own 
jndgment moderating and determining 
between them, would ſwell this part 
equal with the whole work beſide: in 
regard theſe ſeveral different per- 
{waljons are bottomed upon ſome f#rr- 
damental or preceding hypotheſes that 
mult firſt be evicted, before we can 
fairly and clearly confute thele errors 
built thereon 3 which to do, will take 
up ſome conſiderable room, and make 
too large a digreſfion and perhaps an 
unnecellary parergy, unbecoming the 
intent and promiſe of a ſuccinct com- 
pendious work; therefore I muſt for- 
bear to enter upon the controverſy : 
nor muſt you expect I ſhall ( #07145; ) 
condemn and reject this or that by 
my own authority 3 until a further 
opportunity preſent, when I may 
(txeſdmas) with reaſon and argument 
refel the ſeeming validity of the opi- 
nions rejetted. And fo I paſs on to 
the next that comes under confidera- 
LON which IS, 
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From Air bodies receive great mu- Aer. 


tations, according to the various tem- 
pers and conditions thereof, and does 
operate npon ſound bodies, either for 
the better Or the worſe ; ſo likewiſe 1n 
a waletudinary and ſickly ſtate, the 
Air 1s helpful or prejudicial, as it 18 1n 
goodneſs or lutableneſs with this or 
that condition of body, and 1s either 
aſtiitant to nature, or promoting the 
Dileafe. 

Air may be conſidered, either as 
relating to a Clizzate or Region, Or in 
reſpect to the ſeaſons of the year: As 
for the Climate, hot Countries per- 
frm a Cure of this nature with more 
eaſe and ſpeed than the colder; and 
therefore 1n Spaim, Ttaly, &c. the Cure 
of this Laes is more ealle than in Frg- 
land, Holland, Denmark , &c. colder 
Countries. Upon the ſame account 
the Surzmer (ſeaſon here in Exgland 1s 
more aſliſting and advantagious than 
the Winter : becauſe where there 1s 
apertion of pores and a freer perſpt- 
ration, there the »2alienity of this Di- 
ſeaſe does leſs moleſt and trouble the 

Patient,

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Patient, and 1s continually ſpending : 
but when the pores are occluded and 
ſhut up by cold, and tranſpiration co- 
hibited , the malign wiralency 18 re- 
tained, does thereby augmert and ſer- 
ment, cauling turgid eſtuations and 
dolorous ſymptoms : therefore I ſay, 
that cold Cl;-res, moiſt foggy air, and 
2aritize places, are worle to live in 
for thoſe that are tainted with this 
malady : but a dry, warm, pure 4zr, 
1s moſt preſervative 3 and experience 
declares that thoſe who are infeed 
with this Diſeaſe, are more afflicted 
in Winter than in Summer © and ob- 
ſerve, that where the Scxrvy is moſt 
predominant and endemical , there 
the Pox is molt difficult to be Cured: 
but when Cures are undertaken in 
ſuch diſadvantagious places or cold 
ſeaſons,the aſſiſtance of Art muſt cor- 
rect thoſe impediments, and a $#42mer

Exerciſe. 


As it 1s preſervative to ſound bo- 
dies, ſo is it as Phyſich to ſome kinds 
of Diſeaſes 3 and many by this help 

have 
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have bore up and withſtood , the 
threatnings and encroachments of 
ſome infirmities : yet as exerciſe 1s 
not proficuons and proper for all Diſea- 
ſes, lo 1s1t not convenient 1n all de- 
erees and conditions of thoſe Diſeaſes, 
where otherwiſe it might be proper 
and advantagious : for ſuch who are 
Conſamptive, emaciated and enfeebled 
by this Lxes, are not fit for exerciſe 
nor benefitted thereby 3 and ſuch who 
labour under a Gororrhea, are made 
worfe by exerciſe and not the better: 
theretore the abzlity of the Patient, 
the progreſs of the Diſeaſe, and cir- 
cum{tances attending are to be confi- 
dered 3 which being collated, from 
thence will appear whether exerciſe 
be proper and convenient. But 
| this we ſhall conclude on, that ſuch 
bodies who are fit for labour and ex- 
crciſe, and do uſe it, ſhall beſt avoid 
the dangerous confequences of thrs 
Diſeaſe; but idle, ſlothful, and flug- 
giſh bodies, do ſooner come toruine, 
and have the grad Characters of this 
Diſeaſe ſooner appearing : and there- 
fore the ordinary ſort of labouring 
working people, do hold out longeſt 
and ſcape belt.

Somnus. Being appointed by nature for re- 
freſhment of our bodies 1n health, and 
does repair loſt ſtrength by tranſpira- 
tion, wearineſs and watching 5 1s 
likewiſe required in Caſes of ſckreſs 3 
and at ſuch times the want of it is 
much more perceived . by how much 
then the body 1s lefs able to indure 
without it: for all the ſupports of na- 
ture are then to be ſummoned and 
called in for aid, more eſpecially when 
the labours with an zzteſtine Enemy. 
Therefore if any doloroxs or afflicting 
ſpmptorr, attendant upon this Diſeaſe, 
do diſturb nature and rob her of her 
due repoſe, cauſing reſtleis and unqui- 
et nights; you mult ſeek for the aſ- 
{iſtance of Arz to check and allay the 
cauſes of ſuch diſquietudes 3 elſe na- 
ture will ſooner ſaccumbere, yield to 
the power and prevalency of this Di- 
feaſe, and your countenance will 
ſtraight diſcover the opprefiion of 
your malady : beſides, when nature 
15 put by her accuſtomed reſt (which 
gives vigour and reinforceth all the 
faculties ) no ſunGion will be P__ 
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ed rightly, but weakly and depravedyy, 


and then are more ealily compellable 
by the malignity of this Diſeale, to 
run more ſwiftly into diſorder, and 
ſooner produce the ruinous effects of 
this Lues, But e contra, indulging of 


| /eep beyond what nature hath appoin- 


ted and requires, is pernicious on that 
hand : for nature being thus detained 
ſinggiſh, ill humors do abound, evacs- 
ations being cotubited and reſtrained 
beyond their due times of excretion, 
and the body not freed and diſcharg- 
ed as it ought, which gives advan- 
tage to this Diſeaſe, as further ap- 
pears following.

All bodies ſeized with or inclining 


| to a malign Cachexy, putrefattion, or 
| degeneration of humors, daily ewa- 


cuation by (tool is good but coſtive 


| bodies retaining excrements beyond x,,..: 
| their due times of excretion, does ment, 
accumulate ſordid matter to advance 
| and increaſe a Diſeaſe, and does pejo- 


rate an 1] habite of body : for that 


which ſhould go out by the guts be- 
ing retained, is ſuckt and drawn into 


| the 
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tze- abit of the body, (the thinner 


part) and contaminates the bloud : 
therefore ſuch who are tainted with 
this Diſeaſe, having the inconveni- 
ence of an 4ſtringent belly 3 muſt uſe 
medical aſſiſtance to obviate the miſ- 
chiet that may accrue thereby. 

But Yerereal or ſpermatic evacua- 
tions muſt be forborn as moſt 1njurt- 
ous in the Cxre; and warily to be 
admitted ozt of a curative regimen un- 
til this malipnity be eradicated, and 
the body freed from that venom : for 
as the faculties are debilita:ed and 
opprelied by the Diſcaſe 3 ſo vene- 
rcal acts do exeryate and bring down 
the ſtrength, whereby this Lxes takes 
advantage 2ad prevails the more; re- 
membring that mature corroborata eſt 
morborum medicatrix. 


Paſſtous of Mind, 


The next and Jaſt we are to pre- 
caution you , is concerning the paſſz- 
ons of mind, whereof ſome are good 
ut (renum & cauſa; as hope. joy, and 
mirth , which enables the mind to 
bear the z#firmities of the body with 


more eaſe and leſs prejudice for the 


faculties 
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faculties do then exert their excrey 
more {trenuouſly, and are not fo ſoon 
depraved and perverted in their fan- 
(tions, but contend and [truggle with 
the aſſaults of this or any other Dij- 
feaſle - and being thus fortified and 
kept up in their vigour, they are not 
ſo apt to receive the impreſſtons of 
Diſeales, nor decline fo ſuddenly 
when they are ſe 'zed. 

But Fear makes the Soul to ſhrink 
and wither, abates her z77flaence upon 
all the faculties whereby they lan- 


 guiſh and grow weak, not perform- 


Iog their duties 3s they ought. 

And melancholy layes a weight and 
clog upon the ſprizgs of the faculties, 
ſo that they move heavily , unduly 
and with great deficiency 5 which 
gives confiderable advantage to the 
prevatling power of this alady. 

Anger raiſeth the ſpirits, but with 
diſturbance, with confuted irregular 
motions , and makes a tempeſt in the 
body, fermenting the bioud and hu- 
mors with a t#rgid preternatural ebul- 
lition : whereby the virulency of this 
Lues 18 exaſperated and ſcattered into 
all parts, that before lay dormant. at 
eaſt more quiet and ſedate, confin'd 
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to ſome particular region of the bo- 
dy : bur being agitated and ronſed 
up by this furious ſtormr, 15 diſperſed 
into other quarters, lodgeth there and 
infects ſound parts. 


CHAP. Al. 
Of Phlebotomy, in the Cure of

Aving diſpatcht the dietetick 
part, the next in order to be 
treated of, are Chirurgical or manual 
operations; and here Phlebotomy comes 
to be diſcuſſed, whether uſeful or not 
In the Cure of this Pox ; becauſe it 1s 
moſt frequently uſed in theie Cures, 
and molt Pradiſers very formally be- 
gin their courſe with this celebrated 
remedy, as if their »2ethod were not 
compleat 1f this did not lead the Yar. 
[t will not be loſt time then but pro- 
fitable to caſt our eye upon the Pra- 
ctice of fuch Writers as are accounted 
men of note, leaders in the profeſſion, 
at leaſt in theſe Cures ; and fee how 


they conſent in this point, and thefr

Botallus 1s very free 1n bleeding for 
this Difeaſez and commends (a ſtrange 
invention of his own) a vein to be 
opened 1n the genital of Man, in cafe 
that part be ulcerated : Y<na colis wl- 
cert proxima aperienda eſt, vel ſangui- 
ſuga affigenda, quo putridus ſanguis ul- 
cus nutriens hoc ingenio educatur, are 
his own words : wherein we may 
ſee the ridiculous conceptions and 
aims that ſome men have had 1n the 
deſign of healing 3 and how ignorant 
they were in the true knowledge of 
Diſeaſes and the work of zature, to 
help her (elf. 

Tomitanus thinks bleeding very ne- 
ceſlary, and to be performed accord- 
ing to Galers rules in his Book de cu- 
rand; ratione per ſanguinis miſſionen 
and that (he ſays) is chiefly by open- 
ing the baſilica Vein; and this is all 
his arguments and advice for phlebo- 
tomy in the Care of this Les. 

Ferrerius commends bleeding in this 
Diſeaſe for plethorick bodies; and for 
ſuch whoſe Puſtuls, Tumors, and 1Ul- 

cers, 
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zers do tend towards inflammation, 
and 1s nice 1n chuling this or that weir 
to be opened, as the ſuperior or infe- 
rior parts are affected: and this to no 
purpoſe, fince the circulation 18 found 
out and approved. Herein we may 
jee how errors are planted upon one 
another, and how little of the old 
doctrine will ſtand, when it comes to 
be examined by /aftey inventions, and 
more certain approved truths. 

Mercatus 1s for bleeding in the be- Ludovic. 
ginning of this Diſeaſe, for theſe rea- 
ſons: to abate plenitudes ſecondly, 
that the pareatives which ought to be 
violent, may have a frercer paſlage 3 
and thirdly, that the Liver may be 
diſcharged of a great part of bloud 
contained there, leſt it ſhould be dif 
perſed, and infe@ other parts of the 
body. 

To this Author:T anſwer m ſhort: 
firſt, ſupponat quod non eſt ſupponen- 
duns + he ſuppoſeth always a plethory, 
which oftentimes 1s not in theſe Ca- 
{es 3 therefore not to be pleaded as a 
general indication. Secondly, violent 
purgatives are not neceſſary 1n any 
Caſe, therefore not in ths - for, let 
pureatives be ſuppoſed to work 

eleFive, 
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eletive, ſermentative , or per antiÞa- 
thiam ; yet moderate and gentle pur- 
gation 18 leſ7 1njurious to nature, and 
more advantapgious for the purpoſe in- 
tended, than forcing nature to a vio- 
lent expulſion , where no. ſeparation 
can be made , but good and bad is 
hurried away together. As for his 
third ree/o-25 that does depend upon 
two errors : firſt, that the Liver 1s 
ſedes Morbi which we have proved the 


contrary : ſecondly, that the Liver is 


officina ſanguificationisz which ancient 
opinion 1s now exploded by moſt Mo- 
dern Phyſicians, that I need not add 
more than what hath been ſaid by 
others. And laſtly, he ſuppoſeth the 
bloud to be ſ{2gnart in the Liver, 
which 1s contrary to the doctrine of 
circulation, and therefore not to be 
admitted as a good Plea. 

To the aſfertors of Phlebotomy in 
general, I ſay; this Diſeaſe being con- 
ſidered in its own nature, does not re- 
quire bleeding : for, this Venereal 
taint 1s either 2 the maſs of bloud,;

infected and vitiated thereby,promil- 
cuous evacuation does not purify,

valent; fo that this is no depurating 
remedy : but I ſhall wave further 11- 
luſtration hereof, becauſe elſe where 
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[ have been large, oppoſing Dr. Willzs 7:48. 


upon this point, though in another Di- 
ſeaſe ; that Author aſſerting phlebo- 
tomy to be the preateſt depurative 
| antiſcorbutick remedy. And if the 
| contaminating virulency be not yet 
| communicated to the bloxd, but re- 
| mains in other parts, to what purpoſe 
then is phlebotomy, (ince that evacua- 
| tion carries out nothing of the malign

tage of Leaders in theſe Cures, and 
having no footſteps to trace for the 
| practice, he conſults the Ancients: and 
| ſuppoſing this Diſeaſe to be, or come 
very 
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very near the Elephantia/is, inſtitutes 
the Cure of this Lzes parallel with 
that, according to the rules of Gale. 
his digeſtive for preparing the pec- 
cant humour, and to make it fit for 
evacuation. (aitning at groſs phlegn 
and melancholy) was compoled of 
theſe ingredients.

times alſo, that amndus vult decipi - 
I perceive that the beſt Phyſicians do 
not always get the beſt preferments: 
that it is good fortune and great 
Friends, not excelling abilities in this 
faculty, that placeth them in the 
Courts of Fmperonrs, Kings, and Prin- 
ceszand great men are cheated in their 
opinion and choice of Phyſicians, as 
ſoon as the 1inferiour people. And 
now I paſs on to ſhew you the Pra- 
cice of another 7alian Phyfician 
of great repute , that came after 
Terrell.

After theſe lenitive preparing po- 
tions were taken nine or ten times; 
then he gave ſtronger purgatives : of 
pz. cochee, anree and de lapide lazu- 
;; with other purgative Medicines, 
as likely as thoſe. After this courſe 
of Medicines, he puts the queſtion 
whether the Patient be ſound : {e hic 
videatur ſanitati reſtlitutus , bene illi 
erit hoc antem videbitur per unins 
menſis, vel duorum ſpatinm © if after 
a month or two the Patient had ſuch 
great fortune to be well; then only 
he 
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he was delivered up to Pillule Alex- 
andri ut frequenter expurgetur. But if 
he were noi yet Cured then a long 
purging apozeys was appointed of 
above twenty ingredients boiled 1n 
Fumiterry Water; and ſix Ounces of 
this was to be taken for twenty days 
together : (this courſe of Phylick 
would ſcare one as bad as the Pox)) 
after this he queries 1f the Patient be 
Cured 3 if fo, nihil alind agendunt 
fapereſi, Burt if otherwiſe, then he 
was turn'd over to the decoction of 
liezum Indicum. And our Author 
ſays he was the firſt that praftiſed 
| with this decoction at Ferrare (a no- 
ted City in 7taly) in the year 1525. 
at which time the Phyſicians of the 
place derided him for it. This de- 
| coction was to be taken for 27. or 
| 20.. days. And this was made either 
| with Wine or with Water. From the 
| firſt day to the ninth, the Patients dy- 
| et was Jeflened every day. And then 
; he muſt be contented with three Oun- 
| ces of Bread at Dinner, and two at 
| Supper, with an Ounce of Coriander 
| Comfits or as much raiſins at Dinner, 
{and half an Ounce at Supper. And 
{for nine days he was to continue this 
| ſpare 
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dyet. After which he was to enlarge 
every day until he came to his accu- 
ſtomed quantity of eating. Andevery 
other day during the decoction, a 
Clyſter was given 3 ſuppoſing the de- 
coction to be ſimple : but ſometimes 
this decoction was compounded, and 
this addition put to it, A. ſeng F111.

Cloaths were taken of- by degrees, 
the Patients wip'd with warm linen, 
and after a while they eat and drank 
for refreſhment. And this was per- 
formed thus every day for eight or 
ten days together. 

And our Author ſays, that ſome 
Phy{1cians did ſaffamigate their Pati- 
ents, with their heads under the co- 
vering (which muſt needs be very 
dangerous) and he ſaw one thus uſed, 
that fell down dead. But this way of 
Cure at the beſt contrivance, 1s bad 


| enough : and this Author confeſleth 


that fewer were Cured by this means, 
than by other remedies 3 and this did 
often miſs in the delired effeft. And 
becauſe our Author had a good mind 
to proſecute this way of Cure, he 
excogitated a ſxafſnmigation of whol- 
lomer and not dangerous ingredients 3 
which was this :

4lexandri, to 
carry the Flux of humors downward, 
but our Author ſays theſe were an un- 
certain way of Cure; and for onethiat 
recovered.ten failed under this means, 
and were deceived in their expectatt- 
on. Wherefore he deſerted this way. 
But he rather approves of the UVn- 
Ton, for which purpoſe this was mech 
in uſe then: AR. axurg. ſaill. neque re- 
cent. neque antiq. lib. j. butyri recent.

LES ae Hutten being the firlt 
among[t the Germans that writ 
upan this Diſeaſe, we ſhall take an ac- 
count from him of their manner of 
Cure, and what was moſt conſiderable 
to be noted there in his time. When 
this Lues came into Germany, the Phy- 
ficians were very much puzled and

and with theſe they anointed the 
joints of the Arms and Legs : and 
ſome down the Spine allo : others the 
Temples and the Navel alſo: aad 
ſone anointed the whole body : and 
this Unction was performed, ſome- 
times once, twice, thrice, or four 
times a day, in a hot Houſe, where 
their Bed was, and they Jaid therein 
preſently after to ſweat; in this hot

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Stove they continued ſome twenty 
days, ſome #hirty, and ſome Jonger, 
ſweating every day, Theſe UOndi. 
ens Workt fo lfevercly upon fome, 
that their Teeth dropt outz but at 
beſt their mouths were all very ſore 
and raw , their gums fwell'd, teeth 
looſe, and drivelling at the mouth 
continually, with a grievous ſtink, 
that-the ſmell of it was enough to 1n- 
fet a ſound body (lays cur Author ) 
and this way of Cure was fo terrible, 
that ſome chole rather to aye than un- 
dergo it: and few that did ſuffer this 
ſevere courie were Cured, for they 
relapled again tn a ſhort time. and our 
Author ſays of himſelf, that he under- 
went this courſe of Unction elevcs 
times before he was Cured. For U!- 
cers that did procced from this Di- 
ſeaſe henuſed an Unguent, ex alunmize, 
wirid. eris mecllis & aceto part. equal. 
this was a challiiing Medicine indeed : 
but afterwards he uſed ag. calcis viv. 
which did not cante fo many wry faces. 

This Author continued not long in 
his firſt way of practice, being hazar- 
dous, dolorous, and inſucceſsful ; but 
hearing of a more gentle remedy 
brought from Hiſparicla by a Spaniſh 

Ofticer, 
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Officer , that allo had been Cured 
therewith, which was enajacums he 
applyed himſelf to the ule of this, 
and gives great commendations there- 
of up'5n the experiment. The del- 
cription of this Vegetable I need not 
fet down, being no ſtrange thing now 
a days. And for the manner of its 
uſe, and the preparation thereof ac- 
cording to thts Author, was thus.

& fiat ſufſumigium. And our Author 
ſays,that for Ulcers he added $a-dara- 
cha and Auripigmentam , and chiefly 
when there were Ulcers of the Lungs, 
in the Noſe , or other internal parts. 
And ſometimes he added /apzs pyrites, 
becaule 1t dries Ulcers, and mollifies 
hardneſs 3 but in all theſe Suffumiges, 
Cinnabar was one ingredient, and the 
chief that did the bulineſs : and this 
was not the zative Cinnabar, but ſadz- 
titions , prepared from Mercury or Ar- 
gent vive and Sulphur. And this 1s 
the chief of what is delivered upon 
this way of Cure by Suffumigation, 
from Rondeletiys, who concludes his 
practice with a great applauſe of Ar- 
gezzt vive, as the beſt Antidote and

the Traditions of Authors : thoſe 
whole faith 1s larger than their know- 
ledge, may ſwallow all that ispreſent- 
ed, but the conſequents may be fatal 
and ſad. 

And now I come to ſhew you the 
Practice of another famous Phyſician 
in Frazce, that came after Kondeletins 
almoſt fiity years 3 from whom we 
may collect , what improvement was 
made 1n that time 3 what new inven- 
tions were found out for the Cure of 
this Lxes 3 and what eitabliſhment 
there was, or continuation of the for- 
mer courſes of Phylick. 

Ruercitan, though an Armenian by 
birth, yet travelling into Frarce, did 
ſettle there and practiſe 5 and being 
diligent in ſtudy, and laborious in the 
Chymical preparation of Medicines , 
his name advanced 3 whereupon the 
Colledge of Phyſicians at Paris caſt an 
envious eye upon him, and. endea- 
voured to ſuppreſs and blaſt him, be- 
cauſe he did not concur with their old 
Galenick Dofrine, and jog on in the 
common beaten road of Practice ; but 
was induſtrious to bring greater re- 
pute to the 4r8 of Phylick by Chyms- 
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cal and more refined preparation of 
Medicines, which they were altoge- 
ther ignorant of: yet notwithſtanding 
their oppoſition and combination to 
defame and cruſh him, he became great 
in deſpight of their malicious detra- 
ctions and plots, and was made one of 
the Kings Phylicians (though I would 
not have you deceive your ſelf , to 
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think that Kizgs have always the beſt 


Fhylictans to attend them, though this 
Profeſſor d1d well deſerve the prefer- 
Ncnt. 3 

Duercitan 1n his counſel for a vene- 
real Patient, adviſeth to leave off the 
vulgar Methods of Phy lick, that be- an 
gan firſt with a Minorative of Caſſea 
and Rhybarb, or ſuch like, to cleanſe 
the firſt region of the body 3 alſo to 
forbear bleeding, that uſually followed 
the next day after the 2inorative; and 
to lay aſide the preparative Apozems 
ex decoc.tor mentil. polipod. acetoſ. oxi.

days at leaſt, during which time if the 
body be coſtive, Clyſters are often to 
be given to lubrify the belly;and every 
fifth day a gentle Pxrge to be admini- 
ſtred, and the Hydrotic to be omitted 
that day. And this 1s the ſum of his 
G1ajacin,and Sudorific method for this 
Les. 

And he further adviſeth and de- 
clares, that although Dzaphoreticks are 
very proper and auxiliary in the Cure 
of this Difcaſez yet fometimes Dir- 
reticks do help nature to carry of ma- 
tgn humors by the urinary paſſages; 
and nature does oftentimes free her 
ſelf and purify the bloud this way : 
therefore we ought careſully to imi- 
rate nature, and obſerve which way 
the inclines, and to promote that; 
which ſometimes is by Urine 3 and 
then promoting and aſſiſting nature 
11 that evacuation 1s more advantagt- | 
ous than ſweating : but by what Me- 
dicines or means this ſhould be done 
according to his deſignment, he doth 
not dilcoyer, And 
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And moreover he ſaith, that alk 
though ſome grandees of this Profeſ- 
ſion (Fernelins for one) do attribute 
to Guajacum the ole Alexipharmacal 27 
or Antidotary virtue againſt this Lyes, - on 
and to be preferred before all others: "0 
and not only ſo, but do ſlight and 
condemn others, eſpecially Mercury as 
molt pernicious and dangerous: yet 
notwithſtanding, there are other men 
very learned and expert in this Art, 
that are of a contrary opinion, who 
affirm argent vive to be the true Alex7- 
pharmacum of this Diſeaſe : and there- 
fore the z2ajor part of Phyficians af- 
ter the uſe of Hydroticks (which very Hdrargi- 
gently and eaſily were adminiſtred ) \,n «= 
had recourſe to Hydrargirum as the tum opr. 
Aſplam and greateſt refuge. Of this pew nnag, 
party 2zercitan profeſſeth himſelf to 
bez and applauds their endeavours in j 
this way of Cure; and does pronounce | 
Afercury to be the only true Aſlan ] 
and Alexipharmacum tor this Venereal 
Lues: and that befides ſalivation , it 
does operate by Urine and inſenfible 
tranſpiration according to the ſeveral 
preparations thereof : all which are 
requiſite to carry off the malign ve- 
Rom of this Malady. 


But 
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But although this Author does agree 
thus far with thoſe Phy lictans that ſtand 
up for Mercury; yet notwithſtanding 
he difſents from them as to the prepa- 
ration and uſe thereof. 

Firſt, In that they admix it crzde 1n 
Ungueats and Plaſters. 

Secondly, They give it wwmprepared 
in Pills. 

Thirdly, They exhibite Mercury 
precipitate edulcorated only, with out 
further elaboration. 

Fourthly, they anoint the plants of 
the feet, and palms of the hands, 
with Aercary reduced into an Oz! or 
I1quor. 

Fifthly, In that they give this 0z/ 
inwardly. | 

All which our Azthor proteſts a- 
gainſtz and declares that he uſeth no 
Mercury crude and unprepared; and 
thit his Mercurial Medicines are far 
more noble, ſafe, and efficatious than 
the vulgar Mercurial preparations: and 
refers to his Spagyric Pharmacopeia, 
where thoſe Medicines are deſcribed. 
As Mercurius Philoſophicus, Mercurius 
efſenſificatus Paraſelſs, Elixir vite Mer- 
curiale. Turpethums Minerale Dnerc. 
Mercurins precipitatus diaphoreticur, 

AP 
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e@&c. And there profeſleth to follow 
Paracelſas 1n theſe preparations, as the 
greateſt and beſt spagyric Philoſopher 
to be guided by. 

Next to Mercury, he eſteems the 
Cnymical Preparations of Gmuajacun: 
as the beſt remedies againſt this Yere- 
real Lues: and far before the common 
Galenic decoctions; and for fatisfattion 
herein, he refers to his Pharmacopeia 
Phytolog. Where he reaſons the caſe 
between the Galenic and Chymical 
Preparations of Gxajacum 3 and char- 
ges the decoctions with the loſs of 
their virtue, as difpirited and void of 
their Erergetic parts 5 which notwith- 
ſtanding the operator does indeavour 
to ſave by decoction 1n a cloſe Vet- 
ſel; yet the ſpirit does exhale and eva- 
porate before the decoction be finiſh- 
ed; ſome boyling two thirds away 3 
others the half; but at the leaſt a third 
part; in which time the ſpirit con- 
ſames and tranſpires away 3 this ſpirit 
1s acid and penetrating, and much of 
the virtue of the plant refides here, 
and therefore ought to be preſerved 
as moſt preciousz and this acid ſpirit 
being of a fermentative nature allo 
Cas other acids) does raiſe and atte- 
nuate 
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nuate humors , and conſequently fit 
them for expulſion and tranſpira- 
tion. 

Wherefore (lays Qyercitan) conli- 
dering the benefits of theſe acid fſpt- 
rits; Iuſeto defſtill theſe Spirits from 
Guajacum, Juniper , Vitriol, Sulphur, 
and from all Hydrotic ſpecificks for 
divers kinds of Diſeaſes; and thele 
Spirits I find far more cffectual to per- 
form Cures with. than decoctions 3 
and betides the loſs of this Mercarzal 
acid ſpirit,alſo an oleaoinons ſuphureois 
ſubtle part, of a fudorifick vertue this 
allo exhales and vanitheth 1n decoct- 
ing. To prevent theſe inconvenien- 
cies, the Chymical Art does teach how 
to ſave and teparate diſtinctly theſe 
two precious parts, which are eminent 
In Gaajacums and our Author com- 
mumnicates it thus,

Two or three 
ounces of this Diſtillation ( he ſays) 
will effect more than a pound of the 
common Decoction. Atter diſtillatt- 
on is ended, upon the Feces you may 
affuſe more water, digeſt for twelve 
hours, and diſtill again, you ſhal! have 
a pleaſant liquor pro potu ordinario, 
which is. to be aromatized with Cin- 
namon, and ſweetned with Sugar ac- 
cording to the Patients palate. 

This Water being all brought over, 
the fire 1s to be increaſed, and then a 
red Oyl will come, which is to be re- 
ified ſecundum artem 5 and this 1s 
commended as an excellent remedy 
for ſordid Ulcers, cancerous Or pha- 
eedanic 1n the venereal Lyes. 

From the incinerated Feces , with 
the water of the ſecond diſtillation , 
you are to extract a Salt, {. a, which 
being mixt with the firſt diſtillation , 
will make it more ſadorific, and more- 
over gently looſen the Belly. Theſe 
preparations of Gnajacum , ſays our 
Author , if they be rightly prepared 
and adminiſtred according to Art, 
will perfedtly cure the venereal Lzes, 
though confirmed and of the worſer 
ſort, O 2 And 
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And theſe are the chief Medicines 
which Prercitin approves and magnt- 
fies for this purpoſe , and the ſum of 
what he adviſeth to extirpate this foul 
diſeaſe. I leave the learned and ex- 
pertenced Spagyriſt to judge of what 
hath been delivered, who well knows 
what the 1ſfue of all this will be : and

CHAP. XVI. 


The Dutch Pra&zice for the Cure 
of the Venereal Lues. 


OR the Methods of Cure pradti- 

ſed in the Netherlands, we (hall 
conſult Foreſtus, generally eſteemed as 
a good Galenic Author 3 a long Pra- 
icer in thoſe Countries, and in feve- 
ral places : at the Hagze, Rotterdam, 
Delph , the Brill, &c. from whom we 
may expect the beſt account, and what 


yariety of means was there uſed, and 


what Methods were molt eſteemed a- 

ga1nſt this diſcaſle. 
Upon inquiry aad ſearch for infor- 
mation

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mation herein; I find theſe Methods 
of Cure practiſed in the Low Conn- 
tries, experimented and approved by 
this Author. Firſt, the courſe of Gua- 
Jacin DecoCtions 3 ſecondly, by D3- 
flillztions 5, thirdly, by Ungnents; and 
fourthly, by $ufſumigation. 
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For an Exemplar of the firſt take Lib. de 


this Cure, which was performed by 


Quality , who had Venereal Ulcers 
upon her Forehead , ſpreading and 
corroding even to her Noſe; and be- 
Ing under a Chirnrgions hands a conl1- 
derable time to no purpoſe. She re- 
ſigned her ſelf up to the care of this 
Profeſſor on the 23. of OFober. Firſt 
he gave her this Bole. A. Caſſae 5). 

The next 
day he took blood away at the Baſt- 
lica Vein.

19g an ealje cheap way for the Chi- 
rurgions 3 but the Patient finds it ſad 
and troubleſom : many allo dye not 
able to go through it 3 and nota few 
come forth after their ſutferings with- 
out a Cure, Some think if they can 


but get into an Hoſpital, they are ſafe 


and well provided for; and that there 
1s excellent means and judictons con- 
trivances for the infected with this 
diſeaſe, above what can be expe&ed 
from a Phyſician in another place. 1 
with it were ſo; but ſome that have 
tryed tne ulage of Hoſpztals upon this 


account, give but a bad Character of 


their entertainment : and if 1t betrue, 
as I am informed, (and truly I have 
it from the mouths of ſuch as have 
been there as Patients ) I have not 
heard of more rude ignorance and 
{lighter management of curing this dit- 
eale than 1n ſuch places : : and I have 


had occaſion to examine ſome that 
have 
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have undergone their common Uncti- 
on there, and come forth uncured, 
that would chuſe rather to dye than 
to go thither again to repeat the ſame 
courſe; and you may well think, that 
the tractation of Patients in places of 
common reception managed by ſalary 
Officers, 1s much inferiour to the en- 
deavours of a private Phyſician that 1s 
otherwiſe concerned for Cures. 

And ſays Foreſtus , Ego non poſſunt 


ſatis admirari. 1 cannot but wonder 


at their manner of curing 1n the Hoſ- 
pital of Delph; ten together (hut up 1n 
a Chamber, and anointed all with the 
ſame Oyntment for five days together, 
ſerving them all alike : hence 1t 1s 
their Church-yards are ſo well filled 
with dead bodies. But he does not 
altogether condemn this way of Cure 
when occaiion requires 3 but blames 
the inconſiderate uſe thereof to all 
promiſcuouſly without diſtinftion and 
conſideration had of their peculiar and 
ditierent caſes. 

And this Author relates to us of a 
Taylor at Delph, having got a viru- 
lent Gonorrhea, and being 11] uſed by 
a Chirurgioz, tell into a piſſing of blood 
and a confirmed Pox ; he being =

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for to him , did free him from his 
bloody Urine, after which he applicd 
to the Pox : and having well purged 
him , he gave him the Decoction of 

Guajacam with Herbs and Purgatives, 
fſach as Amatus Lulitarus preteribed 
for a Woman aitlicted' long with the 
Venereal Lues, Cert. 4. Curat. 15.

Some 
days after this, the Patients Thigh 
near. the Knee was inflamed , and 7/- 
brand, a Chirurgion of the Hoſpital, 
would undertake to cure him 3 and 
tndivg that other means had not pre- 

vailed, 
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vailed , reſolved to try the UnGtion; 
and did anoint him with a Mercurial 
Ungnent, which cured him of theLxes3 
but his Leg after theUnGion was con- 
tracted and drawn up backwards, that 
he was forced to uſe a Wooden Leg, 
and could have no help for it by emol- 
lient Plaiſters or other means. 

And ourAuthor gives us another ac- 
count of a Patient, that had been long 
afflicted with the Venereal diſeaſe, and 
could not receive help by DecoFions : 
was afterwards cured by Ozd7or : 
and that was a Maſter of a Ship at the 
Briel, that for nine years had deep 
Ulcers in his Leg and Thighs , and 
was under the hands of ſeveral Phy- 
ficians and Chirurgions in vain. To- 
wards the latter end of Aprzt he came to 
Foreflus, who undertook the Cure.

Notwithſtanding this long trouble- 
ſom courſe of Medicines and repetz- 
tions of the lame, our Author contel- 
feth the Patient was not cured. For 
although the Ulcers did heal, yet they 
broke out in new places - the malig- 
nity was not eradicated with all this 
tedious doings: Wherefore they were 
driven to this refuge, that the Patient 
muſt undergo the Aercurial Unction : 
and it was ſo reſolved ; but fir{t he 
was to take this Potion.

adhere to and follow as their Guides 
in.curing : And this is thought a lear- 
ned and ſafe way to be governed by 
Authors and their Traditions, handed 
thus from one another ; witneſs the 
Files of Bills in the Shops. which pe- 
dantick Recipe's and incongruous 
Compolitions do imitate the unrefor- 
med Exemplars of their Predeceſ- 
ſors that were no Pharmacopcoeians. 
_ And indeed it cannot otherwiſe be 
_ expected, ſince Phyſicians (very im- 
prudently and perniciouſly ) have caſt 
off their proper charge and main du- 
ty, the preparation and improvement 
of Medicines by their own hands and 
diligent inſpection over all that ap- 
pertains to that Work (as 1t was the 
cuſtom of the Ancients ) the negle& 
whereof hath rendred them Micapable 
to ſee and correct the groſs errours of 
traditional Book-Medicines.

To ranſack throughly, to 
examine nicely and (triftly their fail- 
ings 3 what reaſon they carry and im- 
port by their defignment 3 what Cha- 
racter our Experience may put upon 
them , from former tryals and adven- 
tures upon ſuch like Medicines ( my 
ſelf in time palt baing governed by 
Tradition and Anthors ) would take 
up and expend a conliderable time 


more, than at preſent can be afford-

write a Satyr ; elſe here 1s matter e- 
nough, and thereby to let the World 


know ( if they did deſerve it ) how 
groſly erroneous the Art of Phyſick

ly be taken, we ſhould find, that more 
have dyed by Medicine than by the 
Sword ; but populus vnlt decipz, they 
love the impoſture , they will not be 
informed, ſo let it go on. 
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
